ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1945 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  Year  1945. 

I  beg  to  apologise  for  the  delay  in  having  this  Report 
ready.  You  will  appreciate  the  difficulty  I  experienced  in  getting 
these  facts  together. 

During  the  year  43  children  were  immunised.  Of  these,  39 
were  under  5  years  and  4  between  5  and  15  years.  There  was  no  death 
from  diphtheria. 

Of  the  other  zymotic  diseases,  there  was  marked  decrease  in 
the  occurrence  of  whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and 
pneumonia  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Permit  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  your  most 
efficient  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Harold  Haynes,  for  the  invaluable 
assistance  he  has  given  me.

Specimens  of  sputum  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli 
in  the  Cheshire  County  Council  Public  Health 
Laboratory  during  1945  numbered  15.  Only  1  of  these 

was  positive.  .  .

1945  was  6.  Number  of  cases  remaining  on  the 
Register  at  the  end  of  1945  was  39.  Of  these  21 
were  males  and  18  females. 


The  work  of  routine  school  Medical  Inspection  was 
carried  out  as  in  the  previous  year  by  a  Medical 
Officer  appointed  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council. 
The  Sanitary  arrangements  and  conditions  in  the 
schools  were  reported  satisfactory. 
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Milk  Supply.  The  Regulations  applying  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 

Milk- shops  were  enforced.  The  seven  accredited 
farms  in  the  district  were  inspected  by  the 
Inspector  during  the  year. 

Water  Supply.  The  source  is  an  upland  spring  from  the  Arnfield 

Clough.  The  water,  as  in  many  cases  from  such  a 
gathering  ground,  is  soft  and  analysis  has  shown 
that  it  is  of  exceptional  purity.

Beds  are  retained  in  the  Heart shead  Smallpox 
Hospital  for  cases  occurring  in  the  District. 

Tuberculous  patients  attend  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic 
in  Hyde.  Patients  are  sent  to  Sanatoria  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Diphtheria  cases  are  admitted  into  Hyde  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital. 

Treatment  is  provided  for  venereal  diseases  at  the 
District  Infirmary,  Ashton-under-Lyne . 

A  county  Midwife  resides  in  Hollingworth  for  the 
domiciliary  midwifery  in  the  District.  There  are 
also  excellent  facilities  provided  for  expectant 
mothers  at  the  District  Infirmary  and  the  Lake 
Hospital  both  in  Ashton-under-Lyne. 

There  is  a  child  welfare  centre  in  Hollingworth 
under  a  Medical  Officer  assisted  by  a  Nurse.  The 
Clinic  is  held  fortnightly. 

There  are  two  District  Nurses,  one  for  Hollingworth 
and  Tintwistle  and  the  other  for  Mottram  and 
Broadbottom. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION . 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  works  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  work  is  concerned  mainly  with  the 
inspection  of  the  District  and  the  detection  of  nuisance.  He  also 
supervises  the  scavenging  of  the  District. 


CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

Specimens  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are 
sent  to  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Chester,  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Manchester  and  the  Royal  Infirmary  Laboratory, 
Chester. 


In  concluding  this  report,  I  would  like  to  put  before  the 
Council  a  few  suggestions.  During  the  war  years,  the  First  Aid  Posts 
were  very  serviceable.  As  you  all  know,  the  nearest  hospitals  are  in 
Ashton,  a  distance  of  about  five  miles.  It  is  not  always  that 
vacancies  are  available  for  urgent  cases.  It  is  my  hope  that  a  place 
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like  the  present  Mortuary  in  Hollingworth  or  First  Aid^Post  in  Mottram 
be  set  aside  for  doctors.  At  this  place,  plesine,  penicilin  and  blood 
for  transfusions  and  other  similar  things  should  be  stored  for  urgent 
cases.  This  would  be  of  great  help  to  the  patient,  whilst  arrange¬ 
ments  are  being  fixed  for  admittance. 

During  winter  months,  rheumatism  and  other  allied 
conditions,  as  arthritis  of  different  types  are  at  their  worst. 

Relief  in  most  of  these  cases  is  given  by  Infra-red  and  Sunray  treat¬ 
ment.  This  treatment  can  only  be  obtained  in  Ashton.  Most  of  the 
patients  feel  better  after  leaving  the  hospital,  but  owing  to  the 
weather  or  the  difficulty  in  transport,  most  of  these  patients  lose 
all  their  relief  with  the  result  that  they  are  just  as  bad  as 
when  they  went  to  hospital.  To  facilitate  this  inconvenience, 
would  suggest  to  the  Council  that  some  steps  be  taken  to  ease  the 
transport  of  these  patients  or  otherwise  have  the  treatment  locally.

The  atmosphere  at  this  Centre  is  very  pleasing  and  the 
friendly  atmosphere  Is  very  noticeable. 

The  assistance  rendered  by  Nurse  Spencer , . the  health 
visitor,  and  her  able  supporter.  Nurse  Hall,  County  midwife,  adde 
greatly  to  the  pleasant  atmosphere. .  Their  tact  m  handling  thes 
mothers’  complaints  is  most  gratifying. 

The  attendance  is  lower  in  comparison  to  last  year  but 
this  could  be  explained  by  the  bad  weather .  Towards  the  latter  part  of 
the  year  I  took  over  for  Dr.  Kodilinye  and  I  really  enjoyed  my  short 

time  thexe.  Ladiest  Committee  contributed  their  part  in  making  this 

Welfare  a  success  and  to  them  too,  I  give  my  sincere  thanks.

Several 
defects  were  located  and  remedied,  also  I  have  had  cause  to  draw  the 
attention  of  several  producers  regarding  cooling  of  milk  after 
receiving  complaints  from  adjoining  districts.  These  wore  immediate¬ 
ly  attended  to  and  no  further  complaint  was  received  from  these 
sources.  Otherwise  I  have  no  comments  regarding  the  above  Premises.

I  may  here  mention  that  the 
Council's  sewers  In  this  area  are  practically  free  from  infestation 
owing  to  the  construction  of  the  sewers.
